 Drumes : Inſomuch, that as T apprehend, there. 
is almoſt ſome Merit 5 appearing on the oo 
| 2 | ox 
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dox Side; for Examples, here and there, even 
of the ſecond Rate, are not without their Effect, 
where ſo many are. upon the Point of Revolting. 
This, I hope, will be allowed a reaſonable 
Excuſe for printing this Diſcourſe at this Time, 
if for no other Uſe, but to bear my Teſtimony of 
a firm Adherence to ſound Doctrine; which, 
however in my own Manner, as related to other 
Compoſitions of the ſame Nature, now by me, re- 
fers to our Originale, and is built upon ſuch a 
Foundation as cannot oe ſubverted, upon Chri- 
ſtian Principles. And I have been the more in- 
duced hereto, becauſe there are thoſe, who have 
declared, that if a certain well-known Author, 
particularly diſtinguiſh d by his learned Labours 
for the Service of the Church, writes an Anſwer 
to the late Fallacious Account, &c. they will 
undertake its Vindication againſt him. 
That Great Divine has now appeared upon 
. this Point, according to ExpeFtation, every way 
worthy of himſelf, and agrecably to his long and 
unwearied Application in Defence of the Cathec- 


lich Faith; for which he is reverenced, even by 


T hoſe who di ut from the Church of England, 


F mot by all Proteſtant Communions. 


When ſo eminent a Writer is, as it were, 
challenged upon a Fundamental Article of Faith, 
by Men of Character in their Country for Cou- 
troverſy, the Influence of ſuch Examples is rea- 
dily diſſuſed among the Inadvertent and Injudi- 
cious : And the more Hands that are put to the 
Approbation of ſo worthy an Advocate of ſo

CHRIST our Paſſover is ſacrificed for us: 
T herefore let us keep the Feaſt. 


HE Great Deſign of CHRIS T's Com- 
ing into the World, and his Aſſump- 
tion of the Human Nature, being to 
make Atonement for the Sins of Man- 


kind by the Sacrifice of Himſelf, thereby accom- 
pliſning the Law, and fatisfying the whole 
OEconomy and Intendment of it in his Perſon ; 
the Doctrine of his Satisfaction is a capital Article 
of Chriſtianity, and, as it is of the laſt Impor- 
tance to our Holy Religion, is to be W 
incul- 
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inculcated, and firmly eſtabliſhed, againſt ſuch as 
either directly attack, or ſecretly undermine it. 
The New Teſtament throughout abounds with 
Texts ſo expreſs and full to this Purpoſe, that 
amidſt ſuch a Variety, one is almoſt at a Pauſe 
which to chooſe. . SY 
As it is propoſed to examine into the Nature 
of the Great Chriſtian Sacrifice, and the Manner 
wherein the Commemoration of it in the Eucha- 
riſt ought to be celebrated; the Text before us 
is very pertinent, as affording us ſufficient Argu- 
ment for the two Propoſitions, in the Proſecution 
of which we ſhall ſum up the Main of what we 
have to deliver on this Article of the Chriſtian 
Doctrine: Wherein is propounded to us, 
Firſt, That CHRIS our Paſſover being ſacri- 
ficed for us, by that one Oblation of Himſelf, 
he made Atonement and Satisfaction for the Sins 
of Mankind. And, 128 9 
., Secondly, That in Commemoration of that Pro- 
pitiatory Sacrifice, we ought to keep the Eucha- 
Fine fit. | | 
In order to have a right Apprehenſion of the 
Atonement made by the Blood of CHRIST, it is 
requiſite that we trace back his Coming, and the 
great Intent of it, thro all its gradual Manifeſta- 
tions, by Promiſes, Prophecies, Types, and Pro- 
pitiations, before and under the Old Teſtament. 
As CarisT. was the Lamb flats from the 
Foundation of the World, it is evident that he 
was ordained to be the Propitiation for our Sins 
from the Beginning. So that the Divine Good- 
neſs, in his Preſcience, had provided for the "_ 
En 0 


O the Lord's Supper. 9 
of Man in a Saviour and Reſtorer, whom, in 
Comfort and Relief to the lapſed Eftate of Man, 
he was pleaſed to promiſe to the World, upon 
that unhappy Cataſtrophe. And thus by the 
Intervention of his Redeemer, Man was entitled 
to, and promiſed to be poſſeſſed of a much more 
happy and glorious State, than that which he 
had forfeited. Now the principal End of the 
Creation of the World, and the whole Order of 
the OEconomy of our Redemption, being (as I 
have ſhewn in another Diſcourſe) in the chief 
Reſort, to diſplay the adorable Goodneſs, and 
Condeſcenſion of the Son of GOD, and to en- 
hance his Praiſe and future Glory, in Participa- 
tion with thoſe he died to fave, and exalt to his 
Happineſs: My preſent Deſign is, to examine in 
what Manner he accompliſhed this Gloriqus Pur- 
poſe, and how we muſt apply the Effects of it to 
. now that all Things are fiuiſbed by 
him. ä 
The Original of the glad Tidings of the Goſ- 
pel we muſt fetch from that firſt gracious Pro- 
miſe, That the Seed of the Woman ſhall bruiſe 
the Serpents Head. For the Underſtanding of 
Which we are to conſider the Occaſion of it. 
The Tempter, by his Subtilty, out of Malice 
to this new Favourite of Heaven, deſigned for 
thoſe happy Manſions from which he had been 
2 had made the Serpent his Inſtrument of 
ed ucing Man from his Obedience to his Creator. 
By which Tranſgreſſion he fell from his happy 
State of Innocence, and by his Forfeiture became 
obnox1ous to Temporal and Eternal Death. Here- 
. | by 
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by the moſt excellent Workmanſhip of GOD in 
the lower Creation was ruined and deſtroyed; 
GOD's Image in his Creature was defaced, and 
his moſt gracious Purpoſes in this Viſible Fabrick 
were ſeemingly defeated. But this Defection from 
Original Integrity was foreſeen and provided for, 
by ſuch an adorable and amazing Condeſcenſion, 
of the SON of GOD; in ſuch a Depth of 
Wiſdom and Exceſs of Benignity, that it is a Se- 
cret the . 87 deſire to look into, as not able to 
comprehend it ; why he pais'd by the Unhappy, 
becauſe revolted Spirits of the Angelical Order, 
and reſerved all his Care and Commiſeration for 
the ruinous and lapſed Eftate of Mankind ; for 
that he took not on him the Nature of Angels, 
but he took ou him the Seed of Abraham. Hebr. 
ii. 16. And tho equally involved in the Divine 
Wrath and Condemnation, he vouchſafed to re- 
deem the One, but left the Other without any 
Reſource. | | | 
But this Myſtery, ſo impenetrable (at leaſt 
once ſo) to the Angels, is happily unfolded to us, 
on whom the Ends of the World are come, be- 
ing aſſured by the Accompliſhment of all Things 
relating to this Great Deſign, thro all the gra- 
dual Revelations of it, that this ſurpriſing Conde- 
ſcenſion was to enhance the MESSIAH's Glory and 
Goodneſs, after the laſt Winding up of Things, 
and in Order to retrieve his Image in Man, who 
was formed after that Similitude: And therefore 
it was the higheſt Deſpight the Devil cou'd offer 
the Son of GOD, thus to corrupt his Maſter- 
Work, and outrage him in his Image ; and 0 
wou 
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wou'd have been a Derogation to his Infinite Ma- 
jeſty, not to have employed Means of reſtoring 
ſo noble a Creature, plann'd according to his Ma- 
ker's Image, to his Original Condition. 

Now there appears the moſt conſummate Wit- 
dom and richeſt Diſplay of Goodneſs, in the Man- 
ner wherein this Divine Redeemer was pleaſed 
to renew his decay'd Image in the Human Na- 
ture, and reconcile an offended GOD to miſerable 
Man who had forfeited his Fayour. By his As- 
ſumption of our Nature, he ſhew'd the Integrity 
and Innocence of the Firſt Man reſtored in the Se- 
cond Adam, and therein triumphed over the Ma- 
lice of the Devil, in ruining the Firſt, and de- 
ſtroying the happy State of Innocence. By his 
Vouchſafing to be born of a pure Virgin, he com- 
pleatly defeated the ruinous Deſign of the De- 
ſtroyer of Mankind, who by corrupting the Hu- 
man Race in the Original, render d the whole in- 
capable of repairing the firſt Breach: In order to 
which a Redeemer was required, who, to make 
a full and perfect Reparation, muſt not be, of 
himſelf, obnoxious to the ſame Condemnation, 
wherein all Mankind were involved. His mira- 
culous Birth by a Virgin, perfeQly qualified Him 
for this Great Purpoſe. He thereby renewed the 
Glotious State of Innocence in his Perſon, and 

being not of the Seed of the Man, but of the 
Woman, he baffled the Subtilty and Stratagems 
of the Tempter; and this (the more to manifeſt 
his Power and Goodneſs) thro' the Weakneſs of 
that very Inſtrument the Enemy had made Uſe 


of, to compaſs his Infernal Deſigns. At the ſame 
B 2. time, 
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time, by making the frailer Part of our Nature, 


the happy Means, under Himſelf, of our Reco- 


very, he, by a moſt gracious Condeſcenſion, took 
away her Reproach from amongſt Mankind, and 
with exacteſt Juſtice, cauſed her Seed, not that of 
the Man, who ſeem d leſs juſtifiable, to bruiſe and 


tread under Foot the Head of her Tempter and 


Betrayer, and therein be the bleſſed Channel, 
whereby the ſame Grace of Redemption is con- 


veyed and applied to all the Seed of the firſt Fair 


Tranſgreſſor. | 8 M 
As the Divine Image was thus wonderfully 
and happily reſtored by the Great Perſonage, who 
was to be our Deliverer, a Reconciliation muſt 
firſt be wrought by him, and the Price of - Re- 
demption paid, before we can claim to the Privi- 
leges and Merits of our Head, and plead Exemp- 
tion and Satisfaction of the Obligation to Puniſh- 
ment, to which we were obnoxious. | 
Death and Eternal Miſery was the Puniſh- 
ment which our Firſt Father's Tranſgreſſion, by 
the Divine Sentence, had incurred. In order to 


a Remiſſion, an Atonement muſt be made; and 


without ſhedding of Blood, there could be no va- 
luable Atonement ; and no Blood could be ac- 
cepted on that Account, but ſuch as was not it- 


{elf obnoxious. Now this Redemption and Pro- 


pitiation was the neceſſary and principal Purport 


of theſe Words in the preceding gracious Pro- 


miſe, That the Seeq of the Woman ſhall bruiſe 
the Serpent's Head, For this could not be other- 
wiſe accompliſh'd, than by the ſhedding of that 


Precious Blood, which was ſufficient to take away 


the 


— 
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the Sins of the whole World, and was offer d for 
that End. By that, the Serpent's Head, to all 
the Purpoſes of a Redeemer, was effectually brui- 
ſed, and all his Machinations overturn'd, and our. 
Blefled Saviour's Triumph over him, communi- 
cated by Grace to all his faithful Followers, hap- 
pily diſplay'd and afferted. Hence Man became 
renewed to his Maker's Image; hereby he was 
reinſtated in his Innocence ; and from a State of 
Grace, is, thro the Merits of his Great Deliverer, 
exalted to a State of Glory, infinitely tranſcend- 
ing the Condition wherein he was at firſt cre- 
ated. 7 

We have thus diſcovered the Great End of 
our Saviour's Coming into the World, and the 
Nature of the Atonement thro' his Blood, and 
have thus traced up the Beginnings and firſt Prin- 
ciples of the Goſpel, beyond the Giving of the 
Law, or the Covenant with the Patriarchs. 
From this Foundation we muſt proceed to conſi- 
der a little the Superſtructure, in order to evince 
the Conſiſtency of the Firſt Great Deſign, as be- 
fore repreſented to us, with the Execution and 
Means of bringing it to the final Accompliſh- 
ment. 

The Meaning of this Bleſſed Promiſe to our 
Firſt Parents, if not particularly declared, as 'tis 
reaſonable to believe, was well explained by their 
Practice and that of their Deſcendants ; the End 
and Validity of whoſe Sacrifices muſt, in all Rea- 
ſon, be referr'd to the promiſed Sayiour's propi- 
tiatory Oblation of Himſelf for that Tranſgreſli- 
on; which they were ſenſible, they onght to 

deprecate 


i 
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deprecate by their Offerings, and propitiate the 
Divine Majefty by ſuch Means as their preſent 
State ſupplied them with. 

In this great Hope, the ſame Propitiations 
were, without Queſtion, continued down through 


the Patriarchs, till after the Flood; when the 


Mzss14an's Coming was further open d, and the 


x 13 reinforced by new and clearer Pro- 
miſes. 


But upon the Promulgation of the Law, 
and Eſtabliſhment of the Moſaical Covenant, 
This was more abundantly illuſtrated with the 
moſt obvious and natural Inferences; the whole 


Jewiſb OEconomy being an exact Type and 


Repreſentation of what the MgsS1an was in his 
own Perſon, as a King, Prieſt, and Prophet. Now 
if we conſider the Nature and Deſign of the Few- 
7% Sacrifices and Oblations, we ſhall be thereby 
directly led to a true Senſe of the Oblation of the 
MEess1An, and what we are to underſtand by his 
offering of Himſelf to Death upon the Croſs, 
for the Sins of Mankind. 

Tt can't be deny'd that this Salutary Death 
was typified in the Paſchal Lamb, and the 
other ſtated Sacrifices, particularly the Sin-Offer- 
ing, in the Great Yearly Atonement. And what 
are we to take theſe Inſtitutions for, if they were 
not intended to be propitiatory and effective of 
Pardon? Otherwiſe, they were mere Deluſion, 
and the whole Ordinance purely Impoſture, and 
the People impoſed upon by the moſt coſtly and 
burthenſom Ceremonies, which were of no Uſe 
but to cozen their Conſcienees, and drain them of 


their Money, for the Service of the Sanctuary: 
| Which 
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Which to affirm of a Religion that challenges 
GOD for its Author, were no leſs than Blaſphe- 
my. We muſt then of Courſe underſtand them 
in the Senſe of thoſe that offer d them, that is, 
as Propitiations and Sacramental Conſignations of 
the Divine Mercy and Favour. But they could 
not be productive of this, thro' their own Nature, 
without a further Reference: This is evident from 
Natural Reaſon, as well as aſſured by St. Paul s Ar- 
guing for the Neceſſity of the Antitype, CHRIS T's 
final Oblation and Completion of the Levitical 
OEconomy in his own Perſon, being it is impoſ- 
ſeble that the Blood of Bulls and of Goats ſbould 
take away Sins. If that then which was im- 
plied in the Type, muſt be much more compleat 
in the Antity pe, and ſuch Things as pre-figured 
the Mess1an, muſt of Neceſſity be more fully 
and abſolutely accompliſh'd in him, it follows, 
that what the Levitical Sacrifices were to the 
Iſraelites, That the Sacrifice of CHRIST is, in the 
higheſt Senſe, to all true Believers, who embrace 
it thro' Repentance and Faith ; and that is a Pro- 
pitiation and plenary Remiſſion of all their re- 
pented Sins, and a Suppletive of their imperfect 
but fincere Obedience. And thus we have made 
the Law, as the Apoſtle aſſures us it was in- 
tended, a Schoot-maſter to lead us to CHRIST, 
and a ſure Interpreter of what we are to appre- 
hend, concerning his Death, and Meaits, and Sa- 
tisfactior. 
This Fundamental Doctrine may be ſtill ſur- 
ther evinced by the Declarations of the Prophets, 


and infallible Eclairciſſements of the St. 
aut 
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Paul preached it every where, as inconteſtible 
from the Prophets, that the CHRIST muſt 
needs have ſuffer d. And thus St. Peter, and 
others, alledged from the ſacred Oracles, Now 
the Spirit of CHRIST which was in the Pro- 
phets teſtified before-hand the Sufferings of 
CHRIST, 1 Pet. i. 11. And what the End and 
Deſign of the Mess1an's Sufferings were, the 
Prophet very clearly delivers, viz. He was 
wounded for our Tranſgreſſions, he was bruiſed 
for our Iniquities ; the Chaſtiſement of our 
Peace was upon him, and with his Stripes we 


are healed, Va. liii. 5. And the Neceſſity of this 


ſubſtituted Victim, he further declares in the 
following Words, Ver. 6. All we like Sheep have 
gone aſtray : The whole Race of Mankind have 
1 their Way before him, and therefore 
the LORD hath laid on Him the Iniquity of us 
all. The many pregnant Expreſſions, that fol- 
low in this Chapter, give us very clear Appre- 
henſions of theſe Sufferings, as expiatory : For 
the Trauſgreſſion 7 my People was He ſtricken. 
He was to make his Soul an Offering for Sin : 
He was 10 juſtify many: For he ſhall bear their 
Tniquities. And again, He bare the Sin of ma- 
ny, and made Interceſhon for the Tranſgreſſors. 
Wherein we have ſet forth to ns both his Sacer- 
dotal and Mediatorial Office: For by Virtue of 
the Sacrifice that he offer'd for us, as our High- 
Prieſt, He was qualified and accepted to be our 
Mediator, and t make Interceſſion fox us thro 
bis Blood, | . 
˖ 
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It is confeſſed by all the Rabbins, the Anci- 
ents as well as thoſe of later Times, that the 
CHRIST is the Perſon ſpoken of, in this Chap- 
ter. And it is as evident, from the whole Te- 
nour of it, that He was to ſuffer for our Iniqui- 
ties, and in a literal Senſe, to be made a Sin- of- 
tering for us. The Prediction of this was ſuffici- 


© ently comprehended by the Fews, from the firſt, 


in that Original Declaration, That he Serpent 
was 70 bruiſe the Heel of the Woman's Seed: In- 
{omuch that as they were unwilling to look for 
only a ſuffering Mess1an, from his double Cha- 
racers in the Prophets, with much Inconſiſtency, 
they made two Perſons; the One a glorious and 
triumphant REDEEMER ; the other, whom they 
expected to precede, à Man of Sorrows, who 
was to ſuffer and die; and therefore, according to 
their Doctrine, not the Saviouk that was to 
come. But however the Jews perverted the 
Prophecies, according to their Carnal Inclinations, 
the Mess1an's Sufferings and expiatory Death 
are very emphatically propounded in the Old 
Teſtament. | 

And herein we have the infallible Direction 
and Expoſition of the ſame Spirit in the Writers 
under the New Covenant, which actuated and 
ſpake in the Prophets under the Old. They 
inform us, that what CHRIST ſuffer'd, was by the 
determiate Counſel and Foreknowledge of Gop: 
And that thoſe Sufferings were in Conſequence 
of an expreſs Agreement betwixt Him and the 
Father, whereby our Redemption was to be 
wrought, For that there was a Coyenant from 
| C Eter- 
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Eternity betwixt the Father and the Son, ' beſide 
that which Gop enter'd into with Man, and ra- 
tified by the Blood of ChRIS T, is implied and. 
muſt be acknowledged in theſe Words, whereby 
he declares his Acceptation of it. Lo, I come, 
(in the Volume of the Book it is written of me) 
to do thy Will, O GOD. This Coming, the 
Apoſtle aflerts, was to fatisfy for the Deſedks and 


Incompetency of the Legal Sacrifices, whoſe 


Completion and final Scope was the Death of 
Crr1sT, in whom all was finiſhed, and who 


uſher'd in the New Covenant, with the Accom- 


pliſhment of the Firſt in his Perſon. And that ' 
theſe Things were by the determinate Counſel of 
Gop, and according to the Son's voluntary Offer 
and Conſent, thence revealed to the Prophets, 
who delivered them to his Church, and were im- 
plied in Types, and ſignified in Sacrifices, and 
repreſented by the whole Apparatus of Ceremo- 
nial Performances; we have the concurrent Af 


ſurances, both of the Divine Perſon of whom 


they were intended, and of his Holy Apoſtles, 
commiſſioned by him to diſſeminate this Doctrine 
throughout the World. Concerning the Circum- 
ſtances of his Death, our LoxD thus declares 
Himſelf to his Diſciples, Behold, we go up to 
Jeruſalem, and all Tings that are written 6 

the 0 yes concerning the Son of Man ſhall be 
accompliſhed, Luke xviii. 31. Expreſly aſſerting 


that every thing concerning his Paſſion was fore- 


told. Which he reinforces at his delivering to 


them the Holy Sacrament, the Commemoration 


of his Death, affirming that the Son of Man muſt 
be 
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be put to Derth, as it was determined. After 
his Reſurrection he reproaches his Diſciples, 
whoſe preſent Confuſion, on Account of his Paſ- 
fon, had obliterated all Thou ghts or Recollec- 
tion of antecedent Predictions, That they were 

low of Underſtanding and Heart, ſo as not to 
= and believe all that the Prop hets had 2 
ken, according to whoſe Prediatics CHRIST 
ought to ſuffer theſe Thmgs, and ſo enter into 
his Glory. And after his ö — St. Peter 
thus wr” FE before the Jews, who were no 
Strangers to theſe Prophecies, and had ſeen his 
Sufferings, T heſe T hings which GOD — 
had fhewed by the Mouth of all his Prophets, 
that CHRIST ſhould ſuffer, he hath ſo fulfil 
led. St. Paul likewiſe thus vindicates himſelf, 
Acls xxvi 22. that he [aid none other T hings 
but thoſe which the Prophets and Moles did ſay 
ſhould come, that CHRIST ſhould ſuffer. 

But what was it that St. Paul, and the other 
firft Preachers of the crucified TE SUS, delivered 
concerning his Death? Their own Words will 
beſt inſorm us. After JESUS CHRIST's own De- 
claration, that He came to give his 8. zu, .

- Pom. 553. 2. is in FZESUS CHRIST : Whom 

60 bath pre-ordained to be a Pro- 
pitiation, thro Faith in his Blood, to declare 
his Righteouſneſs for the Remiſſion (or paſſing 
over) of Sims. Wherein we have this Salutar 
Death repreſented preciſely in the Notion of the 
Paſchal Sacrifice. St. Paul further explains this 
Propitiation, Eph. i. 7. calling it the Redemption 
thro CHRIST's Blood, the Forgtveneſs of Sins. 
And elſewhere the Cauſe and Matter of our Re- 
conciliation with GOD: CHRIST having made 
Peace thro the Blood of his Croſs. In the Lan 
guage of St. John, CyRIST is the Propitiation 
for our Sins; and the Lamb of GOD, that 
taketh away the Sins of the World, An Ex- 
preſſion, which refers us immediately to the Paſ- 
chal Lamb, and gives us the ſame Idea of the 
Sacrifice of CHRIS TH, in the moſt improved and 
extended Senſe. 3 | 

And as this was the Lamb lain from the 
Foundation of the World, in the Predetermination 
of Gop, there ſeems, from the Beginning, to 
have been a particular Reference to the Great 
Antitype, in the Deſignation of Lambs to, Sacri- 
fice, preferably to other Animals. Abel was a 
Shepherd, and the Firſtlings of his Flocks, which 
he offered in Sacrifice, were accepted as well- 
pleaſing to Gop, when the Firſt Fruits of Cazm's 
Husbandry were not: Wherein, poſſibly, there 
might be other Reaſons in the Divine Counſels, 


fox 
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for this Diſcrimination betwixt them, than bare- 
ly their different Diſpoſitions and Manner of ren- 
dering this Homage to their Creator. For in the 
Divine Decrees we ſee Perſons often ſelected for 
Types and Inſtruments of revealing or effecting 
his Gracious Purpoſes to Mankind, independently 
of their own Merit, becauſe determined before 
their Birth. And not to enquire into the Moral 
Reaſons of this Preference in the Choice of Ani- 
mals for Sacrifice, there appears to have been an 
Original and Primæval Communication to the 
World of the Divine Purpoſe of a Redemption 
by this Lamb of Gop, conſigned to Poſterity by 
the Uſe of ſuch Things as they made the Means 
of Commerce and Exchange. 181 

Thus the moſt early Purchaſes we read of, ac- 
cording to the Sptuagiut Verſion, were made 
with Lambs, whence their Current Money and 
Lambs became Synonymous Terms, the one, b 
its later Uſe, taking its Name from the other. 
And thence the ſame convertible Appellative de- 
ſcended to the Greeks and Romans; for it ſeems 
to me moſt probable, that the Gee Word for 
a Pound was derived from a ſimilar Word in

* ue is extracted from ut; by a very eaſy Deductiqn,, ſhould 
the Diſproportion in the Value be objected to the Derivation of the 
Greet Word; it may be replied, that in Derivations and ſubſequent 
Applications of Words and Things, the original Value and Defig- 
nation are not always ſtrictly obſerved, there being often a wide 
Difference. And as a Pound is but an Unite to a larger Sum, ſo 
is a Lamb to a greater Number, according to the different Reck- 
oning of Nations, by Pounds, Livres, Crowns, &c. A Pound a- 
mong the Greets being the firſt Integral Number in a Talent. 
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| *-._ the fame Language, that ſignifies a Lamb. In 


the Latin Word the Thing is clear. 

I hope this will not be found ſo much an Ex- 
curfion, as taking a Compaſs to bring the Reach 
of my Argument home with the greater Force; 
concluding from the Nature of the Thing, and 
the firſt Propoſition of it in the Court of Heaven, 
from all the Significations, Types, and Explica- 


tions of it, before and after the Event, That the 


Lamb tain for us, was given as the proper Price 


of our Redemption and Ranſom, in the fulleſt 


Senſe of the Word, from the vindictive Juſtice 
of an offended Gop, and was offer d for our Pro- 
pitiation, whereby we are reconciled with Hea- 
ven, and our Obligation to Puniſhment is diſ- 
charged, and a State of everlaſting Happineſs 
purchaſed for us, by the Merits of that Blood, 
and Value of that Satisfaction and Payment, 
which was made for us. 

It is a generally received Maxim in the Civil 
Law, founded on Natural Reaſon and Equity, 
'That the Privileges and Indulgencies of Princes 
ought to be interpreted, where there is no par- 
ticular Reſtriction, in the fulleſt Import of the 
Words, in Favours of the Perſons to whom they 
are granted, But how ſhall we reconcile the Je- 
june Interpretation of the Sociniau Scheme with 
this Rule, in expounding away ſo many gracious 
Declarations and pregnant Expreſſions in our Fa- 
vour, making all Interpretation precarious, and 
the Word of GOD of none Effect thro their 
Tradition. According to which Hypotheſis, could 
they with any Colour evade the Force of ſo ma- 

. ny 
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ny Expreſſions directly oppoſite, it is yet impoſ- 
ſible to account for our Sa vIiouRx s Agonies, and 
the inexpreſſible Horrors of Mind he felt upon 
the Croſs: Which, with no reaſonable Conſtruc- 
tion, can be aſcribed to the natural Apprehenſi- 
ons of Death in an Innocent and Holy Perſon, in- 
fallibly aſſured of the Immortality of the Soul, 
and a future State of Glory, and who laid down 
his Life, only to atteſt the Truth of his Doctrine. 

We may therefore conclude, That that An- 
guiſh of Spirit and Acerbity of Pain, which our 
bleſſed Loxp underwent in the Courſe of his 
Paſſion, proceeded neither from a Reluctance nor 
Dread of Dying, nor from the natural Effects of 
Þ grievous and painful a Death; for it appears 
by his own Words, antecedent to his Paſſion, and 
by the Fact itſelf, that He gave up the Ghoſt vo- 
luntarily, purſuant to the Compact with his Fa- 
ther from Eternity, and in the full Strength of his 
natural Faculties, before his Soul was forced away 
from his Body by a competent Degree of Pain to 
effect a Separation. Which is further evident 
from his declaring that all was fimiſhed, and im- 
mediately laying down his Life, by his own 
Power, as he had Power likewiſe to take it again. 
Therefore thoſe piercing Conflicts, and that bit- 
ter Exclamation upon the Croſs, muſt, in the ne- 
ceſlary Import, declare a more than ordinary Suf- 
fering, incident to Human Nature; which can 
be no otherwiſe a5counted for, but as he was a 
Victim, ſubſtituted in our Room, bearing the 
Iniquity of us all, as our Sin- offering, the Senſe 
of which Burthen, the whole Train of its Ap- 
pendages, and the Divine Hatred of thoſe Sins, 
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which he atoned for, could do no leſs (the Suc- 


cours of his Divinity being for that Time ſu- 
ſpended) than overwhelm his Soul in that Egceſs r_ 


of Suffering, which mere Man could not be ca- 


pable of, as not ſufficiently apprehenſive of that 
Load of Guilt the Sox of Gop took upon him 
to expiate. CHRIST our Paſſover being thus 
ſacrificed for us, in the compleateſt Senſe of an 
Atonement for our Sins : We may now proceed, 

In the ſecond Place, to examine a little, in what 


Manner we ought to keep the Feaſt of it. 


The Duty of celebrating the Lord's Supper 
will not admit of any Debate among ſuch as may 
truly and unqueſtionably be called CHriſtiaus, we 
having his expreſs Command for it, Do this in 
Remembrance of me. And the very Words of 


the Inſtitution direct us in the Manner of doing 


it. By this Holy Ordinance we are enjoyned to 
commemorate our bleſſed Loxp's MeritoriousPaſ- 
fion, and in ſo doing, to ſet forth his Death till 


be come. In the Obſervance of which, we are 


to guard againſt two Extremes : 

_ Firſt, The Error of thoſe who make the Ce- 
lebration of this Feaſt a real and propitigtory Sa- 
crifice : 

Secondly, Of thoſe who hold it to be a bare 
Memorial of Cyr1sT's Death, excluſive of any 
Notion of a Sacrifice, or Commemoration of it. 
Jo refate the Former of theſe Errors, and 
evince the Abuſurdity of the Doctrine of the 
Church of Rome in this Point, beſides the plain 
Teſtimony of Scripture, which cannot be evaded, 
we need but conſider the Nature and Deſign = 

| the 
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the Thing, and the neceſſary Matter ofa Sacra- 
ment. : 

1. CHRIS commands us to do this in Remem- 
brance of him. Now the Memorial of a Thing 
clearly and conſtantly implies the Abſence of it; 
And therefore the Tokens made Uſe of to recal it 
to our Thoughts, and communicate it to us, can- 
not, in any Propriety, be eſteemed the ſame 
thing, as if it was really or materially preſent, 
or the Action or Perſon it reminds us of, or repre- 
ſents, cannot be truly and ſubſtantially preſent in 
the Pledge or Repreſentation. But the Celebration 
of the Lord's Supper is a Commemoration of that 
One perfect and final Oblation which he made of 
Himſelf for us, and is a Token of our Communion 
in it: Therefore it is not a Repetition of that 
Oblation, in the full Extent of it, neither is the 
true original Matter of it actually preſent in the 
Pledge that minds us of it, or repreſents it. 

2. The Lord's 3 7 is a Sacrament and Con- 
Iignation to us of the Merits of Cyx18sT's Body and 
Blood; and in a Sacrament there muſt be a viſible 
Sign to aſſure us of the Grace thereby conveyed: 
But if the Symbols of our Loxy's Body and 
Blood are actually turned into the Thing they 
Tgnify, that he may be offer'd again as a real and 
n Sacrifice, then is our LokD a 

Sign of himſelf; which is abſurd, and the Nature 
' ofa Sacrament is diſtroyed. 
Again, if a Repetition of CHRIS 's Sacrifice 
were requiſite to apply the Merits of it; Then 
would the ſaving Benefits of his Paſſion and Ob- 
lation depend upon the Will of Man, and be 
D liable 
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Chapters, and indeed the whole Epiſtle ; whoſe 
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liable to be miſapplyed, and wholly perverted ; 
And as this would derogate from his Honour, and 
be a Means of rendering his Propitiation in a 
great Meaſure ineffectaul and ſhort of his Intention; 
Z would it be a neceſſary Concluſion, that he 
had not performed all Things himſelf requiſite to 
our Salvation: But this is contrary to what he 
Himſelf aſſured us, viz. that all was ſiniſth d, 
in that one Oblation he made of himſelf upon the 
Croſs; and as much contrary to the whole 3 | 
of the Scriptures. Conclude we therefore that, 


{rom the Nature and Inftitution of this Sacrament, 


the Doctrine of the Real Preſence is abfurd, the 
impious, and diſhonourable to the Oblation him- 
{elf offered; that at the beſt, it is unneceſſary, 
all the Benefits and Merits of the Paſſion. being 
conveyed by an Euchariſtical Remembrance, and 
Reference to the Satisfaction once made upon 
the Croſs: And Laftly, That this Doctrine is 
abſolutely inconſiſtent with that Remembrance of 
him which our Lord requires of us, whereby we 


are to [ct forth his Death till he come. 


But to purſue this Doctrine thro' all its 


Abſurdities, would be endleſs; and many Vo- 


lumes have been writ about it. I will but juſt, 
3. In the Laſt Place, to diſmiſs it, obſerve, 
That it entirely precludes the Apoſtle's Reaſon- 
ing in the ninth and tenth Chapters of the Epiſtle. 


to the Hebrews. For if the Notions and 'Tenets 


of Rome, in this Point, were Apoftolical, he 
might have ſpared a great Part of theſe two 


End 
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End is to evince the Imperfection of the Legal 
Ordinances, and the Completion of them in 
Car1sT and his Melchiſedecian Prieſthood, who 
by that one final Oblation of himſelf, performed 
every thing requiſite to our Juſtification by 
Virtue of his Atonement: And upon that, all 
proper or material Sacrifices being finiſhed, he 
entered upon his Mediatorial Office, in Quality 
of our Eternal High-prieſt, having no more 
Oblations to make, but to plead the Merits of 
his Blood, auce offered in our Behalf. For this Man 
(fays the Apoſtle) after he had offered one Sacri- 
fice for Sims, for ever ſat down at the right 
Hand of God: for by one Offering he hath 
perfected for ever them that are ſanitified, Heb. 
*. 12, 14 
Secondly, we muſt avoid the Error of thoſe, 
who hold this Feaſt to be no more than a Me- 
morial of CHRIS 's Death, excluſive of any No- 
tion of a Sacrifice or Commemoration of it. 

1. The Words of my Text are a plain Directi- 
on, which we cannot miſtake but with Deſign, 
how and in what Senſe we ought to celebrate 
this Great Solemnity. CuaR1sT is here ſet forth 
Sacrificed for us as our Paſſover; in conlequence 
of which, the Apoſtle exhorts us to keep the 
Feaſt. And the neceſſary Inference muſt be, That 
we muſt keep this Feaſt in Remembrance of that 
Paſſover; conſequently, it is a Sacrifice, which 
we therein commemorate and feaſt upon. Ir 1s 
allo our Sacrifice of Praiſe and I hankſgroimg, 
in Token of the ineftimable Benefits of that Pro- 
pitiation, which we therein ſhew forth. There- 
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fore in Virtue of that perfect Oblation, hereby 
ſet forth, we claim to its Merits by our Peace- 
Offering, which we herein preſent to Gop, and 
in Teſtimony of the Covenant thereby ſigned and 
confirmed to us, we feaſt upon the Sacrifice. The 
Euchariſt therefore is it ſelf a Sacrifice; but it is 
only . Commemorative, not Propitiatory. And 
the whole Efficacy of it is conveyed to us by a 
Reference to that Expiatory Death, which we 
celebrate in a grateful Remembrance, renewing 
all our Engagements to the Covenant therein 
founded, whereby we obtain Remiſſion of Sins, 
and all the Benefits propounded in it. | 
2. A ſure Guide in the Expoſition of any Point 
of Chriſtian Doctrine of perpetual Obligation, is 
to know the Practice therein of our LoxD's 
Apoſtles and their immediate Succeſſors, and 
conſequently, the Senſe of the whole Primitive 
Church, as in this Article. And herein we can- 
not have better Evidence than the Ancient Li- 
turgies and Rituals (in Concurrence with the 


Eccleſiaſtical Writers of the firſt Centuries) which 


generally repreſent the Euchariſt as an Oblation, 
and have particular Prayers to be uſed in offering 
the Elements: And that is the Senſe the whole 
Primitive Church had of it, as may be deduced 
from the whole Current of Antiquity. 

But having been already, I fear, too copious 
in eſtabliſhing the Foundation of this Euchariſti- 


cal Sacrifice, I muſt forbear Proſecuting at large 


the Arguments for the Practical Doctrine there- 
upon erected. And indeed, it is the leſs neceſſa- 


ry, as it is a natural and inſeparable Deduction 


from 
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from the Principles before laid down. What 
therefore remains, 1s, in the EL 
3. Third and laſt Place, To confirm the Truth 
and Excellence of this Doctrine with a practical 
Inference from the Whole: Which I ſhall ſum 
up in the Words of a moſt learned and excellent 
Writer on this Subject. | 

« Tt was neceflary CHRIS ſhould T : 
« ſuffer for the Redemption of lapſed W 
« Men, and their Reconciliation unto GOD; 
« which was not otherwiſe to be performed than 
“ by a plenary Satisfaction to his Will. He 
« therefore was by all his Sufferings made an 
« Expiation, Atonement, and Propitiation for 
« all our Sins. For Salvation is impoſſible unto 
« Sinners without Remiſſion of Sin; and Remi 
« fjon, in the Decree of Gop, impoſſible with- 
“ out Effuſion of Blood. Our Redemption 
therefore cou'd not be wronght but by the 
« Blood of the REDEEMER, but by a Lawns 
e lain, but by a ſuffering Saviour. 

Now what can give us a more auguſt and aw- 
ful Senſe of the Lord's Supper, wherein we ac- 
knowledge and celebrate ſo many and ſuch in- 
comparable Benefits thereby procured and con- 
ſigned to us. The Memorial of our Great Deli- 
verer, thereby perpetuated, the Goodneſs of 
Gop, thereby diſplayed to the World by fo 
coſtly a Sacrifice as the Blood of his Beloved and 
only So, the inexpreſſible Love of this Bleſſed 
SAVIOUR to Mankind, in ſuch an amazing In- 
ſtance and Condeſcention, are ſuch forcing Argu- 
ments for our ſincere Obedience and moſt affectio-

one Body in Chriſt, and every one 
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nate Returns of Gratitude for ſuch unſpeakable 
and undeſeryed Goodneſs, as the whole Creation 
can't farniſh beſides, and which are not to be got 
over, but by the moft unpardonable Inſenſibility. 

But how weaken'd are thoſe great Springs of 
our Love and Obedience, in a Boctrine that ad- 
mits not of the Satisfaction of CHRIS TH, and re- 


moves all Notion of a Propitiation from the Eu- 


CHRIST! In how low a Senſe muſt it thereby be 
calfd the Communion of CHRIST's Body and 
Blood, And how flender a Token, and Motive 
to the Advancement, of our Chriſtian Fellow- 
ſhip and Brotherly Charity, who _ many are 


embers one 
of another Rom. Xii. 


In a Word; as the Catholick Doctrine of the 


Euchariſt, as a Commemorative Sacrifice, tends 
every Way to the Glory of Gop and his Sox, af- 
fords us ſo many and ſuch irreſiſtible Motives to 
a Godly Life, inſpires us with ſuch inflamed At- 


fections and exalted Devotion, with ſuch Abhor- 
rence of our former Sins, and convinces us by ſo 


many Arguments of the Neceſſity of Repentance 


and Amendment, at our approaching to partake 


of theſe Holy Myſteries; ſo that the Contempla- 
tion of the Solemnity, preaches in Silence with a 
more eloquent and affecting Energy than the 
whole Compaſs and Force of Words from the 
'Tongue of Men and Angels could expreſs ! Eve- 


ry ſober and well-meaning Chriſtian therefore, 


who ſees this neceſſary Point of Doctrine, which 
the Catholick Church has taught him tc profeſs, 
ſo well eftabliſh'd, and further recommenc ed by 
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ſo many excellent Uſes to be made of it; which 
the contrary Extreme, by ſo great and bold an 
Undervaluing, moſt perniciouſly abates and leſ- 
ſens, if not entirely aboliſhes ; he will moſt re- 
ligiouſly hold to This, as the ſafeſt and moſt 
comfortable Doctrine, and as cautiouſly avoid the 
other, as preſumptuous, and derogatory to the 
Merits of his Sa vVIOUR: And therefore while he 
in Charity pities ſuch as go upon ſo dangerous a 
Scheme, in Repugnance to the Catholick Church 
for ſo many Ages, he will alſo, like a Chriſtian, 
if they are not ſo happy as to meet with the ſame 
Conviction as himſelf, pray GOD, that no Con- 
tempt of that precious Blood may be laid to their 
Charge. Amen. 
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
